and exempt from being M5ſ-repreſented. See how he was painted by ma- 
licious Men, the Sons of Belzal, Miniſters of Satan; a prophane and wicked 
Man, a breaker of the Sabbath, a Glutton, a Friend and Companion of Pub-- 
licans and Sinners, a. Fool,” a Conjurer, .a Traytor, a Seduces, a Tumul- 
tuous Perſon, a Sarnaritan, full of the Devil 5, he hath Belzebub, and by the 
Prince of the Pevils, caſteth he our Devils, (Mark. 3. 22.) There being 
no other wiz of frighting the People from embracing the. Trah, and 
following the SOn of God, but by thus disfguring him to the Multitude, 
reporting Lightro be Darkneſs, angl God to be the Devil. The Diſci- 
ples of Chriſt every where met with the like encounters. Stephen had- 
the people ſtirred up againſt him, becauſe they heard he had ſpoken blaſe.- 
phemous words againſt Moſes, and againi# God , (Afts 6, 11.) Pail alſo 
and Silas, for exceedingly troubling the City, ( Aits 16. 20.) Jaſon alſo - 
with them, 1».cauſe he had tried the World upſude:down, and aid contrary - 
10 the decree of Ceſar ; ( Afts 17.6,.7.) Paul again, becauſche did teach all 
mnevery where against the People, and polluted the holy place, (Mts 21. 28,) 
And becauſe he was a peſiulent feliow, ana a mover of ſedition among all the 
Jews throughont the World : to which the Jews alſo -afſented, ſaying, that © 
theſe things were ſo, (As 24.5, 9.) Neither did theſe Calummies, theſe. 
wicked 1ſ-repreſentations ſtop here; He that ſaid, he Diſciple is not above + 
his Maſter, (if they havecalled the Mafter of the Houſe Belzebub; how much + 
mere ſhall they call them of bis Houſhold t) d1d not only foretell what was to-

Chriſtian,when at the ſame.time foe was executing his Commands withdut mur-- 
muring. A Maſter that uſed his.Slave gently,when h1s.Carviage gave him ſome.

hath moſt aſſurance of his Fidelity. *Ts.committing a Crime to corrett the 
diſorders of a Man's Life, by the mot;ons of a Holy Converſion to the Chri- 
ſtian Faith ; and the good which zs produc'd by ſo happy a Change, works non 
ſopowerfully in the minds of Mer, as the hatred they have conceiv'd againſt us.

types which they repreſent. So that tis not properly the {mages he ho-. 
nours, but Chri5# and his Saipts by the Images: As It 1s not properly the 
Images or Piftures of Kings or Dukes. we generally reſpect or injure z but 
by their Images or Pittures we reſpect or injure Kings or Dukes them- 
| ſelves. All the veneration therefore he expreſſes before Images, whether 
by kneeling, praying, lifting up the Eyes, burning Candles, Incenſe, &c. 
'tis not at all done for the mage, but 1s wholly reterr'd to the things re- - 
preſented, which he intends to honour by theſe ations. And how, by 
fo doing, he breaks the Second Commandment, he cannot conceive ; for he 
acknowledges only one God, and to him alone gives Sovereign Honour ; 


and is ſo far from honouring [mages as Gods, that for any ones fatisfa- 


Ction, [he is ready to break or tear a Crucifix; or other 1mage whatſoever, | 
into a thouſand pieces, and caſt them into the fire. And what reſpe& he 

ſhews them, ſeems to him no.more injurous to any of the Commandments, - 
than 'tis for a Chriſtian to love and honour his Neighbour, becauſe he beas 
the mage of God in his Soul; to kiſs and eſteemthe Z1ble, becauſe it contains 
and.repreſents to him God's Word ;, or to.love a good Preacher, becauſe he 
minds him of his Duty : atfl which refpefs.do.not at all derogate from God- 
Almighty's Honour ; but are rather Teſtimonies of our greater Love and-. 
Honour of him, ſince,for his ſake, we love and eſteem every thing,that has.

' 4; 11, For theſe Reaſons he is taught, That 'tis not convenient for the 
Scripture to be read indifferently to all men, but only ſuch as. haye expreſs 
Licence, and good teſtimony from their Crates ; that they are humble,” 
diſcreet, and devout Perſons , and ſuch as are willing to obſerve direCtions 
in the peruſing this Sacred Volume : That is, take notice of all Godly Hi- 
ſtories, and imitable examples of Hunulity, Chaſtity, Obedience, Mercy 
to the Poor, ©. and all ſuch places as are apt to provoke and ſtir up the 
hatred of ſin, fear of God's Judgements, love of Virtye, &c. and in all 
Hard, Obſcure and Diſpnrable Points, to refer all to the Arbitrement of the 
Church, to thejudgement of thoſe whom God hath appointed Paftors and 
Doftors : Never preſuming to contend, controul, teach, or talk of their 
own Senſe and. Phanſie in deep Queſtions of Divinity, -and high Myſteries 
of Faith ; *but expeCting the ſenſe of theſe from the Lips of the Prieſt,who- 

4 ſhall keep knowledge,and from whoſe mouth they ſhall require the Law, Mal. 2.7. 

2 And this caution 1s uſed, leſt that the Scripture coming into the hands of

32.) where he ſays; Whoſoever ſpeaks 
againſt the Holy Ghoſt, it ſhall not be forgiven him, neither in this World, 
neither inthe World to come, By which words Chriff evidently ſuppoſes, 
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that (through theſe ſhall not) yet ſome {ſins are forgiven in the World to = 


come.: Which ſince it cannot be in Heaven, where no ſ# enters 3 nor in 
Hell, whence there is no Redemption; it muſt neceſlarily be ſome X4;dale- 
ſtate : And in this ſenſe it was underſtood by St. Avgu/tine nigh twelye 
hundred Years ago, as is manifeſt in his Works. (Civ. Dez. l. 21. c. 13. 
-@ 24. & lib. 6. cont. Fulian. c, 15.) ſo allo by St. Gregory the Great, (L. 4. 
Diacl. c. 39.) ſo by St. Bernard againſt the Hereticks of his time. _ In the 
ſame manner does St. AuguStine underſtand thoſe words of St. Paul, 
(7 Cor. 3. 15.) He himſelf ſhall be ſaved : yet ſo as by fire. Where he thinks 
him to.ſpeak of a purging fire, (Aug. in Pſal. 37.) So the ſame Father un- | 
derſtands that Priſon of which St. Peter ſpeaks, (1 Pet. 3. 19.) to be ſome 
place of Temporal Chaitiſement, ( Aug. Ep. 99.) And if this great .Doftor 
of the Church in thoſe Purer times ,; found ſo often in the Bible, 4 Place 
of Pains, after this Life, from whence there was Releaſe; how can any one 
ſay, without great preſumption, that the Being of a Third Place, is con- 
trary to the Word of God? Neither can the Antiquity of this Doftrine be 
more juſtly call'd in queſtion, of which is found ſo early mention, not 
only by this Holy Father : but eyen by others his Predeceſſors, the Dif- 
ciples of the Apoſtles, and the beſt Witneſſes of their Doltrine, (Diony/, 
l. de Eccl. Kher. c:7. In Adis SS, Perpet, & Felicit, mention d and approy'd 
by S. Aug. l. 1. de Anima © ejus Orig. c. 10.1.3.c. 9. l.4.c.18. Fertul. 
l. de Cor. Mil. c.3. Cypr. Ep. 66. ad Cler, Arnob. l._g..contr. Gen. pag. ult.) 
and many others quoted at length by the Learned Natalis Alexand, Tom. 
9. Hiſt. Eccl. diſſert. 41.) And as for the Reaſon of this Terer, he is bound

ſtom, even in the pureſt time of the Gofpel,for the Elders and: Prelates, to. 
whoſe charge Chriſt committ2d the'care of his Flock, to oppoſe all thoſe 
that by new DoCtrine, or by making Schiſms and Diviſions, did diſturb its. 


peace ; and'not to permit any that by ſuch like means did endeavour to. 


deſtroy his Unity, ſo mnch defir'd and recommended by the Apoſtles. So. 
that they were equally declar'd Enemies of Chriſtianity, who denyed. 


Chriſt; and they, who confeſſing Chriſt, did yet contradict and reject . 


any part of his Doctrine. And this, upon the Principle, -that Chri/tsar. 
Faith ought to be entire. For that every Article, Myſtery and Point of it 
being deliver'd by the-ſame hands, and recommended by the ſame Aurho- 
7ity ; whoſoever did oppoſe any one point of 1t, was immediately judg'd.. 
guilty of all, in diſcrediting the Authority, or which the whole ſtood e- 
qually gronnded. And this is that great *Iruth proclaim'd above thirteen 
hundred years ago, and now every where read in St Athanaſis's Creed.. 
Whoſoever will be ſaved, before all things, it is neceſary that he-hold the Ca- 
tholick Faith. Which Faith, except every one do keep whole and undefiled ; with- 


out doubr, he ſball periſh everlaſtingly. By which words was made known to - 
the Chriſtian World, the Senſe and Doftrine of the then pure and unſpot- . 


ted Church,as receiv'd from Chriſt and his Apoſtles. That it is in vain for 
any one.to hope for Salvation; unleſs he firſt believe the Catbolick Faith ;, 
and that whoſoever does not. believe it whole. ard undefiled, ſhall certainly 


periſh everlaſtingly.WhichisaDoftrine like that deliver'd by theApoſtle.

craments, She has likewiſe many Ob- 
ſervances , Ordinances , Conſtitutions 
appertaining to Diſcipline and the 
Government of the Flock. And all 
theſe are recely'd,approv'd or inſti- 
tuted by her,every one in her Com- 
munion does embrace, admit and 
willingly ſubmit to, without oppo- 
ſition, exception,or calling any into 


queſtion. Becauſe, altho' the Parti- 


culars thus appointed or command- 
ed, be not to be found in Scripure : 
Yet there being 1n the Scripture, an 
expreſs and abſolute command gi-

+ teamed oc lah themit ſeems a very fallacious rule, 
leading to all confuſion and unchriſtian contentions,viz. That the Higher 
Powers our Superiors, Paſtors and Prelates,are not to be. obey'd, but only: 
In ſuch things as are expreſs'd in Scripture;. and as for any. other particu- 
lers, - whoſoever upon examination, cahnot. find. what is commanded by. 
them in Holy Writ ;, may lawfully refuſe ſubmiſſion ; nay he is oblig'd to 
reſiſt. For however this ſeems to bear much of the Word of God in the 
face of it, yet certainly 'tis wholly deſtructive to it ; and under pretence 
of adhering cloſe to.the Scripture,undermines the very Author of it. This 
the Primitive Chriſtians underſtood ſa well, that they deteſted all ſuch 
Maxims, & following the Advice of the Apoſtle,choſe rather to truſt their 
Souls in the hands ofthoſe, whom God has plac'd over them,by an humble 
Submiſſion tothe Government, and a peaceable Obedience to their De- 
crees; than by a preſumptuous queſtioning of every thing,and raiſing vain 
diſputes, to take the Rule of the Flock out of the hands of thoſe, to whom 
God had providentially deliver'd it, and place themſelves Judges over the 
Church , their Elders Prelates and Paſtors, whom God had commanded- 
them to hear,and be in SubjeCtion to. So that we never read.that they ever 
pretended to weigh the Ordinances of their Superiors by their own rea= 
ſoning, or to bring them to the Teſt of the Word of God, before the ac- 
ceptance; but alway judg'd it conform to the Word of God, that their Ge- 
vernours ſhould Rule,and they Obey. Thus when the Apoſtles obſerry'd the 
Sunday inſtead of the Sabbath,and met together at. Pentecoſt;we don't ow - 
: at . 
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that the Faithful then began to turn over their Bibles, to find a Command: 
-for theſe particulars,out with a prompt Obedience readily followed them 
in the obſervance. So when abſtinence from Blood and Strangled Meats, 
was order'd by the Elders aſſembled at Feruſalem; AFs 15. the multitude 
. of Believers having heard the Decree, never murmer'd at it, or call'd it 
intoqueſtion, however ſeemingly contrary to the intention of Chriſt, who 
in abrogating theLawof Aoſes,was thought to have cut off all theſe Obli- 
gations; but they all rejoyced for the Conſolation, tb. v. 31. So when St.Paul 
gave orders to the Cormthians, - 1 Cor, 11. in what manner and poſture, 
-they were to, behave themſelves at prayers in their Aſſemblies, both Men 
and Women we don't hear, that he was challeng'd by any, to ſhew by - 
what Authority of Scripture he thus reprov'd & preſcrib'd in theſe parti- 
culars,or by what they were oblig'd to receive his prefcriptions; but with 
a prompt ſubmiſſion accepted his Orders, not.doubting, but ſince it. was 
God's Will to place Rulers & Governours over them, it muſt be God's Will 
that they ſhould be obedient to them, in following their Decrees, and ob- 
ſerving their Conſtitutions. And with this Do&rine of Obedience, Hu- 
mility & Submiſſion, all the Primmrive Chriſtians were train'd up by the A- 
poſtles,who zealouſly labour'd by this means,to-preſerve them in peace & 
Unity;that ſo they might think all the ſame thing, & be of onemind & one 
_ judgment,& without Diviſions: infomuch, that there 1s not any one thing 
ſo often repeated in theirWritings,asExortations:to this Obedience&Sube 
.miſſion:See, how,going through the cities,they deliver'd to them(theFaithful) 
the decrees for to kgep,that were ordain'd by the Apoſtles andElders which were at 
Jeruſalem, Afs 16. 4. See how St. Paul commands the Theſſalonians.to hold 
faſt the Traditionsthey had been taught by word, or by Epiſtle, 2 Thelſl. 2. 15. 
See how he-commands the Hebrews ; Obey them, that have the rule over you. 
Remember them, which have the rule over you, Heb. 13. 7.17. Seewith what 
earneſtneſs St. John urges this; He that knowes God hears us, he that 1s not 
of God hears us not, 1 Joh. 4. 6. hereby, know we the ſpirit of truth, and the 
Jpiri of errour, And then again, does not St. Paul commend the Corinthians 
for their Obedience: Vow, I praiſe you, Brethren, that you remember me in al 
 things,@ keep theOrdinances.as I deliver d them to you,1 Cor.11. 2. And then, 
having given them direCtions as to their behaviour in their Aſſemblies, he 
adds; But if any man ſeem to be contentious, We have no ſuch cuſtom. neither the 
Churches ofGod, 1 Cor. 11.16.And now lt beingthus evident, that theChurch 
of Chriſt in the Apoſtle time was founded, and preſery'd by a Submiſſion 
-and Obedience ofthe Flock to their Paſtors;the Papiſts teach and believe; 
that,what was taught & commanded by the Apoſtles to the Faithful then - 
living,ought to be receiv'd,as a DoCtrin neceflary for all ſucceeding Ages, 
_ and that Submiſſion and Obedience ought to have been as much the Dury 
of Believers,cver ſince,as it was then; the Commands and PraQtice of that

ends, ) are ſtill commendably retain'd as lawful,& equally neceſſary now, 
as heretofore : ſuch are, Kneeling, Faſting, lifting Hands and Eyes to Hea-

ing, Haix-cloth, Singing, Impoſutons of Hands, Benedittions, uſmg Oyl Spittle, 

Breathing, &e. all which are as lawful, convenient and neceſlary for Chri- 
ftiazs, as they were for-Fews ; and no more to be neglected, becauſe they 
were us d in the Ola: Law, thanpraying,meeting, Reading the Law, Sing- 
ing Pſalms,Humility.and Obedience, &©c. are to be laid by.anddifown'd 


by Chriſtians, becauſe they were obſerved by the Jews. Eſpecially, ſince 


theſe, with-many others, have been recommended to us by the practice of 
Chrift and:his Apoſtles, and of all Primitive Chriftianity. Neither has the 
te. of Holy:Ceremonies been wholly dH-approved by thoſe of the Refor- 
mation.” The Exgliſh Profeſsion of Faith, publiſh'd in the year 1562. allows 
them in the-34th Article. The Bohemick Confeſsion in the 15th Article, 
Ammo 1537. The Auguſtine, Tit. de 1fſ. Anno 1530. as it was penn'd by 
Aelantthon., So that ſince Ceremomesare generally look'd on as-commen- 
dableand lawful amongſt Chriſtians ; the Papiſts judge it-proper to thoſe 
who have the Rule, to Order: and:Dpole of them ,, and declare-to: the 
Flock, how, when, and where they are to be obſerved. And'if they who go- 
vern, judge fit tooblige the Faithful to the obſervance of any in particu- 
lar, they teach that it is the Duty of the Flock, to Obey.

And ſo others as other times : and at laſt, in the Conncil of Trent, 
was deelar'd the Real Preſence, Tranſubſtantiation, Purgatory, the lawful- 
weſcof the Invocation of Saints, of keeping Holy Images, &c.againſt Luther, 
Calvin, Beza,&c. And now, though in all theſe, and the other General 


' Conncils, the perſons condemned, took occaſion, from theſe New Decla- 


rations, tQ Cry out, Novelties, Novelties, Norlties, t0 fright the people 


_ * with the noiſe of new co:n'd Articles,and that the inventions-of Men were 


. impos'd on them, for-F4ith,Yet its evident, that theſe New Declarations 
contain'd nothing but the Antient Faith; and that there had never been 
any ſuch Declarations made, had not the Dottrine propos'd in them, be- 
ing oppos'd and contradicted by fome feducing Spirits; who going out 
frem the Flock,endeavour'd by makingDiviſions;todraw numbers after 
— So that the new Propoſal ofa Tenet, is buta falaciows proof of the 
Deftrine being /ats/y invented, buta good: Argument of its being lately vn EY 
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po?d, 5Tis certain from Seriprure, AF; 15: that the Apoſtles had never de- 


clar'd the no-neceſſity ofCircumciſion,had not certain men come down from 


Fudea and taught the Brethren the contrary. And that the Conſubſtantiali- 


ry of the Son, had never been defin'd by the icene Fathers,had not Arins, 
with tiis Followers, -oppos'd this Catholick Do#rine, And as certain it is, 


that the Council of Trent had been altogether filent as to Tranſubſtantiation, 


Praying to Saints, Purgatory, &c, had not Lather, Calum, and their Diict- 
ples,(once profeſſors of this DoCtrine,) gore out from the Flock, and upon 
the preſumption of a New Light, endeavourd to perſwade the Faithful, 
that theſe Tenets ,- then believ'd by the whole-Chriftzar World, were no 


bolical. 'T'was this oblig'd the Paſtors to watch and take care of the Flock; - 
and therefore not flying away,as the Hirel;ng does, when the Wolf catches, 
and ſcattereth the Sheep, they aſſembled together im a Body, and declar'd - 
to all under heir charge, that they ought not to follow ſtrangers ; that 
howſoever theſe came pretending to the Shepherd's voice z yet ſince they 
came n0t by the dore into the Sheepfold , but climbing up ſome. other way, they 
were n0 Shepherds, but Thieves and Robbers ;, ſuch whoſe bufineſs was not to 
feed, but to ſteal, kill and deſtroy.- Twas this made- them encourage all. 
under their care, not to waver ; but to ſtand faſt, and hold the profeſſian 
of their-Faith; and notwithſtanding all pretences, by no means to ſuffer 
themſelves to be deluded, and led away with frange Dot#rine ; and that 
they might the better ſecure them from falling into Errours, they gave 
them a Dranght of their Chriſtian Dottrine ; eſpecially of all thoſe points, 
which theſe modern ſelf-commfſionated Apoſtles did preach againſt, and en- 
deavour-to undermine; particularly declaring to them the Faith they had 
been bred up. in, which they had receiv'd from their Forefathers,and been 
deriv'd even from the Apoſtles. Securing them, that whatſoever was con- 


' trary to this, was Novelty and Errour. And now in the Paſtors declaring. + 


this to be Faithful, where was the Innovation ? The Conncl did nothing 
but propoſe fully and explicately, what; (before their meeting,) was the 
Doctrine of all Chriſtendom,and had been ſo-amongſt the PrimitiveFathers. 
"I'was. they made [-novation, who preach'd contrary to the Dofdtrine thus . 
believ'd and receiv'd ; which Zather was not aſham'd to own himſelfguil- 
ty of: plainly acknowledging, that He ſeparated from the whole World: 
But it ſeems that the whole World was then corrupted,and the Religi- 
on then every. where profeſs'd; was overgrown with Superſtitions, Errors 


and:Abominataons ; ſuch as had crept into the Chutch,ſome five Hundred . 
Years before, ſome nine Hundred.-and ſome a Thouſand ;and 'twas from © 


theſe Luther ſeparated, intending to Reform Chriſtianity, and bring it to 
the purity of the Primitive times, of the firſt three Hundred Years. And

-was it not very ſtrange now,that ſo many groſs Fooleries,idle Superſtitions, 


and even down-right Idolatry, ſhould creep into a Church, and ſpreading 
it {cIf through all Nations,infect the wholeWorld, becoming the publick 


_ profeſſion of Chriſtendom for ſo many hundred years, and be confirm'd 
and eſtabliſhed by-the Laws of every Kingdom ; and that no body ſhould 


take notice of any ſuch thing, either at its firſt Riſe, or in all its progreſs 
of ſo many years: Inſomuch, that had not Zuther made the Diſcovery, tis- 


; likely we ſhould never have come to the knowledge of theſe Thouſand 


years Errors and Corruptions : No thinking Man certainly, but judges it 


 impoſlible, that the very Fundamentals of Chriſtianity ſhould be ſhaken,and 


the Religion planted by the Apoſtles turned into 1dolatry; and yet that 
no Learned Man ſhould any where appear to contradict theſe Abomina- 
tions, no Zealous Paftors to withſtand th:m, no pious Princes to oppoſe 
them : Hiſtory ſufficiently ſatisfies any curious Reader,that from the firſt 
planting of the Church, there has been 1n no Age, any Man yet that has 
Preach'd any Heterodo# and Erroneows T enets, and by introducing Novel- 
Lies, has endeayour'd to infect the minds of the-Faithful with Zereſie and 
Superſtition, but immediately have ſtood up Virtuous and Learned Men, 
in defence of the Truth, in their Writings and Sermons publickly con- 
futing and condemning the Errours, and giving an Alarm to the World, 


to beware of ſuch Deceivers, and their wicked Dofrine ; and withal, ne- 


ver omitting, to Record their Names to Poſterity ; with an account of 
the Year when they began to Preach, under whatEmperours,and what was 
the occaſion of their Kevolr, Was not all this,and even more done againſt 
Arius? How many appear'd againlt, the 4anicvees ? How many againſt 
the Donatiſts? againſt the Novatians, againſt the Macedonians, the Neſto- 
rians, the Eutychians, the Pelagians, the Berengarians, &c. So that never 
any thing has made ſo much noiſe in the World, ſo many commotions, 
ſo many diſturbances ; nothing has been ſo umpoſlible to be carry'd on 
with ſecreſie and ſilence, as the broaching, any new Hereſie, the making a 
Schiſm, the alteration of Religion,the ſtarting up of ſome new Society and 
Pretenders to Reformation, - What Tumults did all the fore-mentioned 
Apoſtles raiſe,diſturb'd at the Doctrine of Mahomer, and the crying up the 
Alcoran? What ſtirs and commotions. at the Reformation of Church and 
Faith, pretended by Luther, Zwinglins and Calvin? How then can it be 
jadg'd in the leaſt probable, that great variety of erroneousT enets and An- 
tichriſtian Do#rine ſhould be introduc'd by thePapiſts,contrary to the ſenſe 


_ and belief of all Chriſtianity, either in the fourth, fifth, ſixth, or tenth 


Century; and yet that there ſhould not be the leaſt diſturbance occaſion'd 
by it, no tumults or oppoſitions 3 but all done with ſo mnch quietneſs 
in ſuch a profound Peace and Silence, that had it not been for the News

ſtand the Abomination, or to tranſmit to Poſterity, even ſo much as the - 
teaſt Word of its beginning or propagation ? Let any Man upon ſome: 
conſideration, tell me, whether be poſſible, that this one little King- 
dom of Englandſhonld fall fromthis pure Apoffolical Dattrine it »ow pro- 


*feſſes, into down-right Popery, (or any other way alter the whole Scheme 


of its Retzgion) and have the Alteration confirm'd by ſeveral Afts of 'Par- 
lament, and continue in the publick Exerciſe of it for a thouſand, five 
hundred, or even one-hundred-years, and yet no one in this Kingdom, 
or ont of it, ſhould beſenſible of the Alreration ; but alſo to be manag'd 
with ſach Poley and Craft,that the whole buſineſs would bea Secret for 
many Ages ? Andif this be ſcarce tobe thought poſſible of this oneKing- 
dom ; what can be _—_— when 'tis affirm'd of many Nations of the 
; Canany thing look more like a Fable or Ro- 
mance; Or can Rational Man, barely upon ſuch a Report, condemn 
the Faith and Religion of his Anceftors, Ort ovelty and Humane Inventions; 
and quite laying-aſide this, take him for the Rule of his Reformation,who 
thus, without Reaſon, Juſtice or Truth, has. thrown ſuch an Infamy up- 
on all the Chriſtians preceding him for a thouſand years. on, 
But not to inſift upon theſe reaſonings, for the wiping off the ſcandal of 


Novelty from the Doctrine of the Church of Rome ; *rwould not be miſs 
here, to look beyond thr Tenth Century, as alſo beyond the time of Pope 
Gregory. And if in thoſe earlier Chriſtians, nothing can be- found of that 
Faith and Profeſſwn, which is charg'd as Novelty and -Errour againſt the 
Church of Rome, all the Papiſts in the World ſhall joyn with their Adver- 
fſaries, and condemning Pope Gregory for a Seducer, and all of the Tenth 
Aee for ſo many Ignoramwus's, ſhall in one voice with them cry out againſt 
all ſuch Doftrine, Novelty, Novelty, Errour, Erroar. But if, on the contra- 
ry, every Point thus challeng'd. of Novelty, ſhall appear to have heen the 
Profeſſion of the Faithful tn the time ofthe Purity of the Goſpel; if before

If therefore theſe Holy Men declare to us the Do- 
arine they believ'd ; with an aſſurance, that it was the Faith'of the Ca- 


tholick, Church, ſo believ'd by their Anceſtors, and as they had receiv'd 
from the Apoſtles-and their Succeſſors ;, do not they deſerve bettercredit, 


| than others, who coming a Thouſand 'years after, cry out againſt all 


theſe ſeveral Points, that they are nothing but Novelty and Errour? 'Tis 
evident therefore to him, that this noiſe of Novelty, was nothing but a 
ſtrat agem for the introducing of Novelties; and that thoſe that brought 
an infamy upon thoſe Points by this aſperſion, might with as great ap- 
plauſe every, and as eaſily have laid a {candal upon other Articles of the 
Chriſtian Faith,which they thought fit to retain,and haye had them all ex- 
ploded for Novelty. And this has been ſo far done already, that even - 
three parts of that Do&trine, pick'd out by the fir# Reformers, for Apoſto- 
lical, and conform to the Word of God, we have ſeen in our days clamour'd 
againſt for Novelty, and thrown by with as general an Approbation,and 
as clear Evidence of the charge, as.ever they laid by Tranſubſtantiation 


and the Primacy. The firſt Reformers caſt off the Authority of the . firft 


Biſhop, as being a Novelty ;; Others ſoon after cry'd down the Authority of 
all Biſhops, for a Novelty. The Firſt diſown'd a great.part of the Prieſtly 
Funttijon, as being lately crept in; the Others diſown'd all the reſt, and 
even Ordination it ſelf, as having all crept in together. The Firft threw 
out a great number of Ceremories,as being not Apoſtocal,but of a modern 
Inſtitution : The Others threw out even what they had retain'd, for being 

no more an Ordination of the Apoſtles, than the former. The Firft lai 


| by five of the Sacraments the Others laid by the other ewo. And thus No- 
_ welty was the Word, whenſoever any receiv'dDoCtrine of Chriſtianity was 
to be outed, and mayto be made for a Novelty : And he does not doubt,
